ROME, Dec. 17.—The Italian Gov- 
ernment announced today that Ital- 


ian troops had retired before an at- 
tack of about 3000 Ethiopians on 


the northern front. This announce- 
ment, the first of the war in which 
Italy has admitted a check, was 
made in an official communique. 

There were considerable losses 
among the Italian forces, including 
four Italian officers killed and three 
wounded, nine Italian soldiers 
killed and many Eritrean allies 
killed and wounded. The Ethiop- 
ian losses were “considerable.”

“Notable enemy forces estimated 
at 3000 armed men attacked our 
advance observation posts on thé 
|Takkaze River near the ford of 
Mai Timchet. 

“Our Eritrean troops, after have 
ing put up a bitter resistance, with- 
drew to Dembguina Pass.

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SHOE FACTORY EMPLOYES 
GET 8 PER CENT PAY RISE 


Concern at Milwaukee Enlarges 
Plan of Giving Men Share 
of Gross Income. 
By the Associated Press. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Dec. 17.— 
Seven hundred employes of the 
Nunn-Bush Shoe Co., working un- 
der a guaranteed job and pay plan, 
will receive an 8 per cent increase 
in ‘their weekly checks, effective 
Jan. 2. 

Last June the company put its 
factory employes on a yearly basis, 
giving them a fixed percentage of 
the company’s gross income. Re- 
gardless of fluctuations in produc- 


i tion, they were assured 52 checks a 


year. 

The program worked so well dur- 
ing the last six months that the 
company drew up an expanded 
contract which was approved by the 
bargaining committee of the em- 
ployes’ union. 

“The gross income has been 
greater than was estimated when 
the first contract was made,’ Henry 
Nunn, president of the company, 
said. “Hence it seemed sensible to 
increase the amount of the weekly 
check, so that the workers could 
get more money for current ex- 
penses—rather than continue to get 
less money currently and get a big- 
ger chunk of adjusted compensation 
next July 1.” 

Under the plan, the workers are 
guaranteed an adjusted compensa- 
tion at the end of the year as their 
share of every dollar taken in. It 
rises or falls as the business 
creases or decreases.

U.S. AGENTS SPLIT

NEW YORK, Dec. 17.—While 
New York police continued to list 
him merely as “missing,” Federal 
agents carried on independently to- 
day their search for Caleb Jones 
Milne IV, 24 years old, who disap- 
peared Saturday, under’ circum- 


stances that indicated kidnaping. 

The Department. of Justice men 
rejected the assistance of the city 
police. “The New York detectives 
are on the outside looking in,” said 
Rhea Whitley, head of the Federal 
agents here. He gave police failure 
to co-operate as the reason for the 
split. The police, he said, delayed 
eight hours before notifying the 
Federal agents Sunday that Milne 
was missing and there was another 
36-hour delay before’ the police 
turned over two notes to the Fed- 
eral men. 

One of the notes was a message 
left by Milne Saturday for his 
brother, Frederic, at the apartment 
which they shared in Manhattan. 
The other, indicating Milne had 
been kidnaped, was composed of 
words clipped from newspaper type 
and pasted to wrapping paper. 
Mailed at Poughkeepsie, N. Y., it 
was accompanied by a Christmas 
card with the typewritten saluta- 
tion, “Greetings to you.” 

Relatives of the missing man 
went on mysterious errands in two 
States today. 

An aunt, a brother and a De- 
partment of Justice agent departed 
hastily from Woodstock, N, Y., the 
Catskill Mountain village where 
Milne’s mother lives. Miss Anita 
Smith, the aunt, had said earlier, 
“We are hoping something will 
break immediately.” 

In Philadelphia, Caleb J. Milne 
II, the young man’s wealthy grand- 
father, and a man said to be an 
uncle, left the Milne home in an 
automobile. They were gone only 
an hour and then returned. When 
they started out rumor had it they 
were going to a bank. Federal 
agents kept everyone away from 
the house. 

The New York Times said it was 
reported, but not confirmed, that 
$50,000 in ransom had ‘been de- 
manded in a letter to the grand- 
father which threatened death for 
young Milne. 

The story said the letter arrived 
in a package containing a wrist 
watch the grandfather had given 
the boy in 1924. The second and 
hour hands were broken. Stains on 
the paper in which the watch was 
wrapped, the Times said, had not 
been analyzed. 

“If you fail,” the Times story 
quoted the letter, “you will find him 
dead. Death for the fourth Milne. 
Take the money to New York to 
your grandson, who is waiting for 
orders.” 

Milne, however, was quoted later 
as saying he hud received “no note

Herbert Hoover's speech before 


the John Marshall Republican Clud 


at Hotel Jefferson last night fol- 
lows: 


It was a pleasure to accept your 
invitation to debate national pol- 
icies. There has been no time in 
two generations when it is more 
needed that men stand up and 
discuss public questions. The 
welfare of our people can make 
progress only upon the sunlit road 
of frank debate. The witchery of 
half truth fades only under the 
exposure of discussion, And there 
is only disaster in the dark al- 
leys of inspired propaganda, 
There ideals and men are assassi- 
nated with poisonous whisperings. 

I have recently discussed the 
New Deal at Oakland and again 
at New York. Since then Presi- 
dent Roosevelt at Atlanta has en- 
tered the debate in defense of the 
New Deal—particularly its spend- 
ing, deficits, and debts. I pro- 
pose to debate so much of that 
‘statement as time permits. 

You -will not be astonished if 
‘we do not agree. 

New Deal Collectivism. 

Perhaps more than any other 
living person I can sympathize 
with the President in his burdens. 
We could agree upon some acts of 
this Administration, but we dis- 
agrée upon profound principles of 
human liberty. In its larger di- 
mensions this irrepressible con- 
flict is between the American sys- 
tem of liberty and New Deal col- 
lectivism. May I again say that 
true American Liberalism is not 
the possession of any political 
party. Belief in it does not con- 
stitute men either Republicans or 
Democrats. 

Three years ago, speaking in 
New York City, I said, “This... 
is a contest between two philo- 
sophies of government. The ex- 
pressions our opponents use must 
refer to important changes in our 
«.. system ... otherwise they are 
nothing but vacuous words... . 
They are proposing changes which 
would destroy the very founda- 
tions .., ” That warning was 
denied by our opponents. 

Fascism and Socialism. 

- We have now had three years 
of it. We have seen the weaken- 
ing of self-government by Federal 
cen tion. We have seen the 
color of personal government in 
the abandonment of Congression- 
al responsibility under executive 
pressure. We have seen exec- 
utive orders, propaganda, and 
threats substituted for specific 
laws. We have seen the color of 
despotism in the creation of a 
huge bureaucracy. We have seen 
the color of Fascism in the at- 
tempt to impose government-di- 
rected monopolies. We have seen 
the color of Socialism by govern- 
ment in business competition with 
citizens. We have followed the 
old Roman pattern in the repudi- 

ation of government obligation 
by the clipping of the coin. We 
are now speeding down the road 
of wasteful spending and debt, 
and unless we can escape we will 
be smashed in inflation. This is 
not forward-looking American Li- 
beralism. These are the suicide 
‘roads along which so many liberal 
governments in Europe have 
plunged over the precipice to 
despotism. It is no kaleidoscope 
of glittering forms for the amuse- 
ment of children. 

It is, however, not too late to 
turn about. In that aspect I find 
@ newspaper dispatch dated Nov. 
28 from Los Angeles. After an- 
nounceing the name of a new 
street as New Deal Avenue it 
says: “The new street is located 
near the Tugwell resettlement 
colony. ., .

Two Great Battle Fronts. 

The practical questions we have 
to debate separate themselves in- 
to two great battle fronts. .

When They Became Scared. 

It did not come to a stop even in 
the United States. It was meddled 
with. We have not got over it 
yet. But why did we have a panic 
of bank depositors in 1933? Be- 
cause they were scared. We had 
no bank panic from the crash of 
the boom in 1929. We had no panic 
at the financial collapse in 
Europe in 1931. We had no panic 
at the most dangerous point in 


were weakest in the spring o 
1932. There was no panic be- 
for the election of November, 
1932. When did they become 
frightened? They became scared 
a few weeks before the inaugura- 
tion of the New Deal on March 
4, 1933. 

What were they frightened of? 
They could not have been scared 
by the outgoing administration 
which had only a few days to run. 
They were frightened at the in- 
coming New Deal. Why were 
they scared at the New Deal? Be- 
cause soon after the election large 
numbers of people awoke to the 
fact that promises given in the 
campaign would . be violated. 
Among other things it gradually 
spread that the gold standard 
would be abandoned or that the 
currency would be tinkered with. 
_It was evident even before the in- 
auguration that a wholesale orgy 
of spending of public money 
would be undertaken. Business 
slackened its energies. Shrewd 
speculators shipped their money 
abroad at fabulous profits. Bank- 
ers tried to protect themselves. 
The public in blind fear demand- 
ed gold and the “covenants” of 
the United States which called for 
gold. Some of them were scared 
at the banks by the destructive 
publication of RFC loans, by act 
of a Democratic Congress. The 
banking structure was not insol- 
vent. After the banks were closed 
it was found that the solvent 
banks, measured by deposits, com- 
prised 92 per cent of the banking 
strength of the country. The 
President himself stated they 
were sound. Subsequently more 
banks were found sound and re- 
opened. And beyond this, impor- 
tant banks wrongfully closed by 
the New Deal, such as in the De- 
troit area, are now paying.out 100 
per cent to the depositors. It was 
the most political and the most 
unnecessary bank panic in all our 
history. It could have been pre- 
vented. It could have been cured 
by simple co-operation. 

Borrowing. Power “in Red.” 

The President in further eluci-

He informs us, 
however, that some great bankers 
told him that the country could 
safely stand an increase in the na- 
tional debt to between 55 and 75 
billions. He adds “remember this 
was in the spring of 1933.” Thus 
we are to believe that when our 
wealth was less than our debts 
we were so strong we could still 
borrow 55 billions. It certainly 
is a confusing thought. It indi- 
cates some little excess of assets 
and at the same time great re- 
straint on the part of the New 
Deal. 

The breakdown in confidence 
which sounded the advent of the 
New Deal is of course a helpful 
statistical point when they want 
to show how good they have been 
to us. 


I have no desire to waste time 


over historical discussion. But 
correction of distortion which is 
used to justify destructive nation- 
al policies and this high piling up 
of debt and taxes is imperative. 
It is even more imperative, as 
the documented facts upon that 
subject were published by Myers 
and Newton six:months ago and 
have not been refuted. 


Source of Assets Recovered. 


A second defense of this spend- 
ing is a grand example of New 
bookkeeping. The Presi- 
dent justifies the eight and one- 
half’ billion rise in debt by the 
New Deal by suggesting it is off- 
set by “nearly four and one-half 
billions of recoverable assets.” He 
states also that the debt in- 
creased a little less than four 
billions in the Republican Admin- 
istration. The little less was 
$400,000,000 less. But of more 
importance, he received more 
than $2,200,000,000 of these recov- 
erable assets from my adminis- 
tration; or alternatatively, they 
have realized those assets and 
spent the money. The President 
seems to have forgotten the very 
powerful agencies set up which 
were making loans for relief of 
agriculture and unemployment 
long before the Democratic Ad- 
ministration—I correct that—the 
New Deal administration. 

With tnese corrections the in- 
crease in burdens on the taxpay- 
ers in the Hoover administration 
was under one and one-half bil- 
lion. Also in addition to his: two 
and one-half billion error in esti- 
mating New Deal debt increase, 
the President omitted the New 
Deal guarantee of four or five 
billions in bonds of lending com- 
panies. We may expect respect- 
able losses on these also. It is 
unfortunate that within 10 days 
after that address the national 
debt should have jumped another 
billion. And this is not the last 
jump, From the high signs in the 
Government skies I venture it will 
jump to 32 or 33 billions by next 
July 


Relief Policy Typical. 


But now we come to the Presi- 
dent’s major defense for this gi- 
gantic spending and unpaid. bills. 
That is the need to relieve the 
unemployed. I shall develop that 
subject, for there is no better ex- 
ample of the whole workings of 
the New Deal. Its organization 
is typical of the whole gamut of 
waste, folly, ineffectiveness, poli- 
tics, and destruction of self-gov- 
ernment. When in the face of a 
decrease in the unemployed the 
cost of relief rises from $1,100,- 
000,000 to an appropriation of $4,- 
800,000,000 for a single year it is 
certainly reason for searching in- 
quiry. 

But when I comb over these ac- 
counts of the New Deal my sym- 
pathy arises for the humble deci- 
mal point. His is a pathetic and 
hectic life, wanderink around 
among regimented ciphers trying 
to find some of the old places he 
used to know. , 

Let me emphasize one thing 
right at the outset. There is no 
disagreement upon the public ob- 
ligation to relieve distress which 
flows from national calamity. The 


support of that comes from the 
conscience of a people. It comes 
from their fidelity to the Ser- 
mon on the Mount. The Ameri- 
can people know that the genuine 
sufferers on relief are not slack- 
ers. They know the weary days 
of tramping the streets in search 
for a chance to work. They know 
the discouragement and despair 
which has stalked those homes. 
There is not a real man or wom- 
an whose heart does not warm to 
them, who will not sacrifice for 
them. 
Experience in Relief. 


Some five years ago I stated 
that, “as a nation we must pre- 
vent hunger and cold to those of 
our people who are in honest dif- 
ficulties.” I have never heard a 
disagreement with that. And I 
wish to emphasize that there is no 
humor in relief. It is grim 
tragedy. 

I believe I can without egotism 
claim to have had some special 
experience in relief. At one time 
or another it became my task to 
organize and administer relief to 
over 150,000,000 people who had 
been reduced to destitution by 
war or by famine or by flood both 
at home and abroad. I gave some 


years to that service in the aspir- | 


ation to save life, to allay suffer- 
ing, to restore courage and faith 
in humanity. 

It also became my duty in 1930 
to see that relief was organized 
for our unemployed. Organization 
of relief upon a nation-wide basis 
was practically unknown in the 
world before those experiences. It 
therefore fell to me and my col- 
leagues to pioneer in methods. We 
had to learn what basis would 
best and most sympathetically 
protect those in distress and still 
place the least burden on those 
who had to pay for it. I spent 
lond, weary days listening to ar- 
guments whether to have direct 
money relief, or relief in kind, or 
public works, or made-work or 
“boondoggling,” or cetralized ad- 
ministration, or decentralized re- 
sponsibility. We tried out these 
alternatives. Out of these poign- 
ant é@xperiences we learned cer- 
tain fundamentals. We quickly 
learned that there were four types 
of persons who rush into relief. 
There were the starry-eyed who 
periodically discover that relief is 
needed and that everything up to 
date is wrong. There were those 
whose major passion was sociolog- 
ical experiment upon a mass of 
distress. There were those who 
would make profit from misery. 
There were always those present 
who do not neglect the political 
possibilities of relief. But there 
were the sterling, solid men and 
women in every city and hamlet 
who willingly served and sacri- 
ficed. 


Not a Social Experiment. 


We learned that relief was an 
emergency operation, not a social 
experiment; that the object was 
to serve the people in genuine dis- 
tress and nobody else. We learned 
that the dreamers cannot effectu- 
ally conduct the grinding tasks of 
relief; that politics must be 
shunned as a plague. We learned 
that centralized bureaucracy gives 
the sufferers more red tape than 
relief. We learned that we must 
mobilize on a voluntary basis the 
best hearts and brains in every 
community to serve their neigh- 
bors. We learned that there must 
be complete decentralization to 
them of both authority and ad- 
ministration. We did not have to 
learn that local self-government 
and local responsibility was the 
basis of American life. 

In 1930 by co-operation with 
the States, we secured the crea- 
tion of State Committees of lead- 
ing citizens. With them we se- 
cured the creation of similar com- 
mittees in every city, town and 
county where relief was needed. 
These committees had no politics. 
They were men and women ex- 
perienced in large affairs, sympa- 
thetic, understanding of the 
needs of their neighbors in dis- 
tress. And they served without 
pay. In those days one did not 
enter into relief of his country- 
men through the portals of a pay- 
roll. American men and women 
of such stature cannot be had as 
a paid bureaucracy, yet they will 
serve voluntarily all hours of the 
day and defer their own affairs 
to night, 


Existing Officials Used. 


These committees used the ex- 
isting officials; they engaged 
their own tested organizations; 
they employed their own trusted 
citizens. They had the complete 
authority to determine the meth- 
ods best adapted to their neigh- 
borhoods. They knew the prob- 
lem of the man next door better 
than anybody in Washington. 
They themselves determined for 
their locality what method was 
to be used. They adapted these 
needs to the individual families. 
Their stewardship was under the 
limelight of their own community. 
They gave spirtiual aid and en- 
couragement. 

At the start the relief in 1930 
depended upon private giving. As 
times became more difficult, the 
committees co-operated in the use 
of county and municipal funds; 
and as it became still more diffi- 
cult many of the state govern- 
ments provided them with funds. 
Finally, as state resources weak- 
ened, we provided Federal Gov- 
ernment funds to be distributed 
to the state governments and by 
them redistributed to the local 
organizations. That we built up 
no bureaucracy is evident from 
the fact that although the gov- 
ernment had many new emergen- 
cy tasks, yet during the Hoover 
administration the total number 
of all Government officials de- 
creased by 10,000. That form of 
organization expressed in its no- 
blest form the whole American 
ideal of local self-government, lo- 
cal responsibility, national co-op- 


eration, and the voluntary spirit 
of human service. 
No Important Failure. 

There was no important failure 
to provide for those in real need. 
There was no substantial com- 
plaint or suggestion of waste, pol- 
itics, or corruption. Neither the 
Republican party nor any of its 
agencies ever asked for votes or 
claimed that its administration 
deserved votes for it. That idea 
was repugnant to every decent 
sense of Americanism. 

However, all tnis was forgotten 
on March 3, 1933. -We may ac- 
cept that the date of Creation was 
moved to March 4, and we may 
examine what sort of a world has 
been made. 

At that mnoment good men ap- 
peared who were certain that be- 
fore their advent everything was 
done wrong. Also came the vis- 
ionaries, the profit-maker, and 
above all, the politician. They all 
yearned to serve their fellowmen. 

The whole relief work was 
promptly centralized from Wash- 
ington. State and local organiza- 
tions were dismissed or reduced 
to mere window dressing. A paid 
bureaucracy was spread over the 
land. The history of the last two 
and one-half years shows the 
floundering of this administra- 
tion. That needs no more proof 
than the buffeting of those in dis- 
tress from FERA or PWA or its 
subsidiaries to EPW, then to 
SERA, then to CWA, partly to 
FRSC, then back to FERA, and 
over to WPA, It has been a sort 
of rain-maker’s cabalistic dance. 
As each of these alphabetical or- 
ganizations flares up in folly and 
waste its victims and its accounts 
have been buried by juggling of 
the alphabet. And when they 
have all been buried, their spirit 
will live on in IOU. Now the Fed- 
eral Government disavows its re- 
sponsibilities for all but 3,500,000 
out of the 10,000,000 unemployed. 
But what of the tragic anxiety in 
this mass of people lest they may 
be left out in all this shifting? 
That reminds them to collect a 
little political influence that they 
may not be forgotten men. 


Unjustified Public Works. 

From ample experience during 
my administration we were com- 
pelled to the conclusion that Fed- 
eral Public Works in these times 
except in narrow limits do not 
secure enough . jobs to justify 
them. Nor does employment 
seem the dominant idea in the 
billions now being poured down 
such projects. Part of these bil- 
lions are going into wholesale so- 
ciological experiments. Most of 
them are already demonstrated 
failures. Part of these works are 
to take the Government into busi- 
ness competition with the citizen. 
The Government pays no taxes. 
The Treasury pays the _ losses. 
The constant threat of them re- 
tards enterprise and _ therefore 
jobs. One of the ideas in these 
spending is to prime the eco- 
nomic pump. We might abandon 
this idea also for it dries up the 
well of enterprise. 

One department of these works 
is of interest to the farmer. The 
reports of the Reclamation Ser- 
vice show new expansions begun 
in the past three years which in 
capital and interest will cost over 
$800,000,000 to complete. We in 
the Far West like it. At the same 
time the farmer is being paid to 
let land lie idle. It lacks some 
element of horse sense. But we 
have been governed by paradoxes 
and contraries and complexes 
ever since “the mechanics of civ- 
ilization came to a stop.” The 
New Dealers told us we were 
hungry because we had too much 
food and the way to repletion was 
through scarcity. Perhaps this 
reclaimed land will enable us 
some day to improve that third- 
class diet which we encourage to- 
day with scarcity, increased cost 


these two forms of administra- 
tion—the one founded on local 
self-government under the glare 
of its local public opinion; the 
other being run by a political bu- 


reaucracy from Washington. 


Statistics are dry subjects, but 
just now figures are the most im-. 
portant thing in our national life. 
The entire cost of relief to unem- 
ployment during the last year of 
the Republican administration 
was about $1,100,000,000. That in- 
cludes Federal, state, municipal, 
county, and private giving. It in- 
cludes Federal public works above 
normal and does not include re- 
lief to agriculture. The Federal 
overhead was not over $250,000 a 
year. The total number of paid 
Federal employes was less than 
200. 


Two Periods Compared. 


Now let us examine the respec- 
tive needs in these two periods. 
The average of the monthly fig- 
ures of the American Federation 
of Labor shows 11,600,000 unem- 
ployed during the last year of the 
Hoover administration. During 
the year of the New Deal ending 
this October the unemployed have 
averaged about 11,100,000. That 
was a decrease of the unemploy- 
ment load by about 5 per cent. 

Now let us note the increase in 
relief cost. However, the marvel- 
ous migratory habits of these re- 
lief funds from one place in the 
alphabet to another make them 
difficult hunting. But judging 
from Treasury and other state- 
ments, the expenditures on all re- 
lief alphabets in the year ending 
last October for Federal, state 
and local were over $3,500,000,000. 
This also includes Federal public 
works over normal, but does not 
include relief to agriculture. There 
were over 140,000 officials on the 
Federal payroll, not including the 
people on relief. The salaries of 
these officials alone must come 
to about $300,000,000 a year. It is 
easy to detect another $200,000,000 
in pencils, typewriters, offices, au- 
tomobiles, Pullman fares, etc., not 
to mention press releases. That 
is an overhead of four or five 


' hundred million per annum. Some 
| increase in relief was necessary, 


but an increase of 300 per cent 
in costs in the face of a 5 per 
cent decrease in unemployment 
load is significant. I will not try 
to figure the increased percent- 
age in overhead.

In. confirmation of this, I have 
inquired as to the figures of sev- 
eral cities and counties. To cite 
one of them, the number on re- 
lief increased 5 per cent, the cost 
250 per cent. The others confirm 
these increases. 

Every community has been 
forced to become a conspiracy to 
get their share from the Federal 
grab-bag. And saddest of all, the 
responsibility of local self-govern- 
ment has been dulled; we are be- 
coming a nation of prayer wheels 
directed to Washington. 

We may well wonder why local 
organization of relief has been 
shifted to a Federal bureaucracy. 
Some part of it has to do with pol- 
itics and yearning for sociological 
experiments. Jobs have been 
thereby found for over 140,000 new 
Federal officials. If it was de 
cided to bureaucratize relief from 
Washington, then every call of 
good government demanded that 
the staff be selected by nonparti- 
san merit tests through the Civil 
Service Commission... But that 
service which has been built up 
over many years by every Presi- 
dent was ignored and repudiated, 
and the spoils system substituted. 
You know and I know and the 
people know that this horde of 
officials has been appointed by 
the advice and consent of Demo- 
cratic politicians. 

One thing is certain. A mass of

GOVERNMENT SURVEY SHOWS 
MEAT PRICES ARE LOWER 


Pork Down 5 to 10 Per Cent From 
High Levels of Last 
September. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 17. — Retail meat 
prices today were in some instances 
from 10 to 17 per cent lower than 

in September. 

This sharp paring in the cost of 
pork, beef, veal and lamb was dis- 
closed in the latest Government 
figures on big city retail prices. 
New York and Chicago § statistics 
formed the basis of the report, but 
the reduction, packers’ sources said, 
has been general throughout’ the 
nation, with prices in the East high- 
er than elsewhere. 

Pork, comparatively more expen- 
sive than other meat during the 
summer, had dropped 5 to 10 per 
cent from high levels of September 
when the survey was made Nov. 30. 
Beef cuts had declined 4 to 17 per 
cent, veal prices were unchanged to 
8 per cent lower and lamb quota- 
tions were unchanged to 6 per cent 
lower. 

Most trade authorities agreed 
that declining pork prices were in- 
fluenced by a mild increase in hog 
receipts during the last two motnhs, 
which saw market prices reduced 


more than $2 a hundred pounds.

JUSTICES HEAR 
AAA DEFENDED IN 
RICE MILLS’ CASE 


Federal Counsel Argues 
Processors Should Pay 
Tax, Then Sue, but Not 


Seek Injunction. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—Defend- 
ing the amended Agricultural Ad- 
justment Act as constitutional, As- 
sistant Attorney-General Frank J. 
Wideman contended in the Supreme 
Court today that eight Louisiana 
rice millers had proceeded improp- 
erly in attacking it. 

Instead of seeking an injunc- 
tion against the collection of proc- 
essing taxes, he argued, they should 
have paid the taxes and then sued 
for recovery if convinced the law 
violated their rights. 

John P. Bullington, attorney for 
the millers, contended that an in- 
junction was necessary because the 
“Government can withdraw its con- 
sent to be sued.” 

Chief Justice Hughes asked if 
the law did not provide that money 
received by the Collector of Inter- 
nal Revenue should go into the 
Treasury and that the United 
States would pay judgments against 
the collector. Bullington said the 
act so provided but the millers 
could not presume Congress would 
appropriate sufficient money. 

“Can this court impute to Con- 
gress a refusal to make a refund?” 
asked Hughes. “Are we not bound 
to assume that Congress would ap- 
propriate this money?” “Perhaps 
you are,” the attorney replied. 
Following Bullington, Wideman 
detailed the Government’s position 
in the differences over procedure. 

“General Welfare” Plea. 

Wideman used only one of the 
two hours allowed him. Justifica- 
tion for the statute, he insisted, 
was found in the needs of the times 
and the “general welfare” clause 
of the fundamental charter. 

“If the writers of the Constitu- 
tion had any purpose in mind when 
that clause was conceived and writ- 
ten into the organic law of the 
land, what could more clearly am- 
plify their thoughts than the oper- 
ation of this law to meet. these 
needs?” asked Wideman. 

“Our opponents are pleased to 
say that we would substitute the 
word ‘regimentation,’ for ‘freedom.’ 

“But the word ‘freedom’ does not 
mean ‘license’ to continue on the 
well trod road of economic advan- 
tage, nor does it mean futility to 
legislate on the principle of the 
greatest good to the greatest num- 
ber.” 

Concluding on behalf of the mill- 
ers, Homer L. Bruce of Houston 
said farmers had to sign Govern- 
ment contracts to get benefit pay- 
ments in return for curtailing acre- 
age under AAA, 

“The farmer who is in gets a 
bonus and the man who is out does 
not get one?” asked Justice Suth- 
erland.. “That’s right,” the attor- 
ney replied. 

The millers contend that the re- 
cently enacted AAA amendments, as 
well as the original AAA, are un- 
constitutional. The original legis- 
lation provided for the payment of 
benefits to farmers, financed 
through processing taxes. The 
amendments were intended to meet 
possible legal objections and to 
ratify actions already taken by Sec- 
retary of Agriculture Wallace. 

In addition, the amendments re- 
quire that should processors sue to 
recover taxes, they must show that 
the levies were absorbed and not 
passed on to consumers or back to 
producers. 

Bullington contended in his argu- 
ment yesterday it was impoossible 
to show whether the taxes actually 
had been passed on, saying: “There 
is no way except through guess 
work or arbitrary figures.” 

Justice Stone asked if the millers 
might not be required to pay unless 
they could show they were being 
damaged. “We either have to pay 
$52,000 or go to jail,” Bullington re- 
plied. 

“You could pay the money and 
then sue to get it back,” Stone sug- 
gested. “You’d go up against a 
stone wall,” Bullington retorted. 

Suggestion by Hughes. 

Chief Justice Hughes suggested 
the millers might attack the act it- 
self as unconstitutional, and if suc- 
cessful, sue for recovery of taxes. 

Justice Brandeis asked for Bul- 
lington’s opinion as to the Govern- 
ment’s contention that payment 
should precede litigation. 

“Our remedy at law to get the 
money back is highly questionable,”

Isadore (Kid Cann) Blumen- 
feld Reported Identified by 
Witness Who Fled.

MINNEAPOLIS, Dec. 17.—Isa- 
dore (Kid Cann) Blumenfeld, was 
reported identified yesterday by 
.esley Andresch, 36-year-old sales- 
man, as the man who shot and 
killed Walter W. Liggett, editor of 
a weekly journal of comment, the 


night of Dec. 9. 

Mrs. Liggett, the widow of the 
murdered man, had previously iden- 
tified Blumenfeld as her husband’s 
assassin. 

Attorney-General H. H. Peterson 
expressed the hope that a third 
eye-witness could be found before 
tomorrow to bolster evidence now 
built around the stories of Mrs. Lig- 
gett and Andresch. The grand jury 
will convene tomorrow to consider 
the Liggett case. 

Peterson would not name the 
third witness nor would he say 
where Andresch was held incom- 
municado under police protection. 

Andresch was found Sunday on 
his father’s farm at Kimball, Minn., 
where he had fled two days after 
the murder of Liggett. It was re- 
ported that the killer’s car almost 
struck Andresch just before Liggett 
was shot down. 

Little significance was attached 
by investigators to reports that a 
note, attached to a brick, was 
thrown through a window of the 
home of Dave Garfinkel, a Blumen- 
feld abili witness. The reports said 
the note warned Garfinkel, a bar- 
ber, to refrain from appearing in 
Blumenfeld’s behalf. Garfinkel told 
police that Blumenfeld was in his 
shop at the time of the killing. 

Whether any discrepancies were 
found in the stories of Blumenfeld’s 
21 alibi witnesses, was not disclosed

WASHINCG'TON, Dec.

Some officers assist in instruct- 
ing in such athletics as polo, box- 
ing, wrestling, tennis and others, 
apart from the few outstanding 
former West Point stars who act 
as regular coaches in major sports. 


Rule a Restricting Measure. 

It was emphasized in authorita- 
tive quarters that the new War 
Department policy was aimed, not 
at wholly discouraging such activ- 
ities, but toward restricting them 
to the point where they would not 
impair the officers’ services as a 
military instructor. 

At the same time the new rule 
will operate to prevent institutions 
from getting the coaching services 
of a particular army athletic star 
unless the War Department is sat- 
isfied his army qualifications fit 
him for an R. O. T. C. assignment 
at that place.

THE LAST DAYS OF CALLES? 


Is the career of Calles to end in the eclipse of a 
futile rebellion? The news from Mexico raises that 
question. President Cardenas, apparently, has the 
situation well in hand. He has acted, the dispatches 
imply, swiftly and effectually. He has scotched the 
conspiracy, if the movement may be so designated, 
by removing suspects in high civil and military 
places. The army is loyal. So is labor. So are other 
important groups. Friends of other days have de- 
serted the old warrior, the “man of iron.” Thus the 
dispatches. Are they accurate? Are they reporting 
the facts? Are they the propaganda of censorship? 
Such doubts dangle in the air. 

Interest centers on Plutarco Elias Calles. He has 
been the man of the hour, almost continuously, in 
the long, troubled and triumphant years since the 
visionary Madero’s challenge to the autocracy of 
Diaz. Soldier and statesman, he has been, as near- 
ly as the circumstances permitted, the Washington of 
Mexico. Certainly he embodied the Washington re- 
nunciation of power, the ideal of unselfish patriot- 
ism, in a moment of temptation when a less scrupu- 
lous ruler would have yielded. 

Calles’ message to the Mexican Congress, Sept. 1, 
1928, was a truly historic state paper. President-elect 
Obregon’s assassination had paralyzed the country’s 
public opinion. It had palsied the judgment of the 
nation’s leadership. Peon and patrician, turning to 
Calles, had entreated him to continue in office until 
the chaos could be resolved and a rational political 
choice effected. How splendidly he thrust aside the 
crown must remain a memorable disavowal and an 
imperishable legacy to Mexico. He said: 

I first deem. it necessary to make a final, un- 
alterable declaration, on my word of honor to 
Congress, to the country and to the family of civ- 
ilized nations. Perhaps never have circumstances 
placed the head of a nation in a more propitious 
atmosphere to return to the principle of perpet- 
uation in office of one man. Suggestions and 
promises have been made to me, even certain 
pressure exerted, all under the guise that it 
would be for the best interests of the country for 
me to continue in office. But I have decided 
solemnly, with such clearness of words that it 
cannot be misinterpreted, that I shall not seek 
prolongation of my term, either by accepting 
a prolongation of my. present term of office or 
by appointment as a provisional President. Aside 
from other considerations, I do this because of 
the need I consider categorical and final to pass 
from the system of government by caudillos (mil- 
itary chieftains) to a clean one of government by 
institutions. Never, for any reason, under any 
circumstances, shall I return to the presidency. 


It would be possible, of course, for Calles to par- 
ticipate in, or even lead, a successful uprising against 
Cardenas without violating that pledge.

TODAY AND TOMORROW 
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By Walter Lippmann— 


Speaking 


HERE have recently been conventions of 
T tormers in Chicago and of manufacturers 

in New York. Among the farmers, the 
President found warm support; among the 
manufacturers, embittered and apparently 
irreconcilable opposition. Although he him- 
self has declared that agriculture and in- 
dustry form a “seamless web,” that the one 
cannot prosper without the other, he can- 
not fail to realize that, in the opinion of 
those most directly affected, his farm pro- 
gram is popular and his industrial program 
unpopular. 

Although there a general recovery, 
somehow he has managed to win the farm- 
ers and to antagonize business men. It may 
be interesting to look at some of the causes 
of this contradictory result. 

a + . 
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One of them, I feel sure, is to be found in 
the equipment of the men who Nave dealt 
with the two great branches of the Amer- 
ican economy. The Department of Agricul- 
ture is an old established organization. In the 
course of three generations, it has recruited 
and trainegl a highly expert staff. No one 
can doubt that the department is manned by 
officials who really understand agriculture, 
that they are seasoned and on the whole ex- 
traordinarily competent career men. It is 
one of the departments at Washington which 
most nearly approaches the ideal which civil 
service reformers have aimed at. 

It was these trained civil servants with 
their long experience and their intimate 
knowledge of farm problems who planned 
and have administered the adjustment pro- 
gram. One may dislike the program. But 
no one can seriously deny that it has been 
effectively executed, that it is a very remark- 
able feat of administration. 

The contrast with the NRA, for example, 
has been devastating. There were able men 
in the NRA, But they were amateurs in 
government. There did not exist in the De- 
partment of Commerce or anywhere else in 
Washington any organization of trained men 
who understood industry as the Department 
of Agriculture staff understands farming. 

As asresult, the farm program represented 
the matured opinions of men who had de- 
voted vears, to the agriculture problem. The 
industrial program, on the other hand, was 
hastily improvised sometime between April 
and June of 1933. It was administered by 
men who played, so to speak, by ear. They 
did not know what they were doing. They 
never did know, for example, whether they 
were in favor of price-fixing or against it, in 
favor of monopoly or against it, in favor of 
stimulating profits or not, in favor of higher 
costs or lower prices. 

- ~ “ 

There has been no such basic confusion in 
the minds of Secretary Wallace and his lieu- 
tenants. They arrived in Washington in 1933 
with a clear idea of what they meant to do; 
they had been clarifying their ideas in pro- 
longed discussions for at least 10 years. The 
NRA, on the other hand, having no coherent 
convictions, was blown hither and thither 
by the pressure of lobbyists and whatever 
theories happened to be in the wind. 

But while these considerations go far to- 
ward explaining why AAA has been so much 
more effective than NRA, they do not fully 
explain the opposing reactions of farmers 
and business men. For the ultimate explan- 
ation we have to look, I think, to the preju- 
dices of the President and his advisers, In

his speeches, the President does not admit 
that he has a prejudice; he may not even be 
aware that he has one. But the prejudice 
has been unmistakably manifest in actions, 
it has been keenly felt by the industrialists, 
and it is that prejudice, rather than any 
specific measure of the New Deal, which 
most fully explains the antagonism of busi- 
ness men. 

The President's attitude toward the farm- 
ers has been one of complete sympathy; to- 
ward industry and finance, it has been one 
of distrust. Thus, for example, when he set 
out to regulate agricultural production, he 
devised a system to pay the farmer if he 
complied. But when he has tried to regu- 
late industry and finance, he has resorted 
to coercive laws, to threats, to punish- 
ment, to “death sentences. There can be no 
doubt that there has been a profound differ- 
ence of temper and of fundamental attitude. 
He has done everything he could to help the 
farmer. He has tried to compel and over- 
awe the business man. 

Surely this is the reason the farmérs have 
co-operated with the New Deal, whereas 
business men have become more and more 
irreconcilably hostile. No one denies that 
there has been useful legislation dealing 
with business and finance. But in the case 
of agriculture, the temper of the laws and 
their administration has been friendly, and 
in the case of industry, the temper has been 
coercive, unfriendly and often hostile. 


It is open to the defenders of the New 
Deal to say, if they like, that there were 
abuses in industry and finance, consoli- 
dated as vested interests, which would not 
have yielded to more sympathetic treatment. 
But those who say that are simply demon- 
strating their prejudices. But there are 
abuses in agriculture and in organized labor 
no less deeply intrenched: the administra- 
tion has not felt it necessary to attack them 
all at once. It has, for example, done little 
if anything about the wretched labor con- 
ditions among many migratory farm work- 
ers or about the abuses to which some ten- 
ant farmers are subject. 

T. e New Dealers very wisely concentrated 
their efforts on stimulating a general re- 
covery in the principal branches of agricul- 
ture. But when they have dealt with in- 
dustry. they have been so much concerned 
with abuses, so over-zealous about fixing this 
and that, here, there and everywhere, that 
they never have wholeheartedly devoted 
themselves to the main thing—which was to 
stimulate an industrial recovery. 


For agriculture, the New Deal has cen- 


tered its interest on the main body of de- 
cent farmers and has tried to help them. 
For industry and finance, it has centered its 
interest on the marginal chiselers, sweaters, 
financial racketeers, the unfaithful trustees, 
and has staked everything on the effort to 
reform them. In the case of agriculture. the 
spirit has been that of a partner; in the case 
of industry, the spirit has been that of a 
stern mentor, often that of a prosecutor, 
and in some instances that of a persecutor. 

[f the President will look candidly into his 
own mind, he will find there the explana- 
tion of his successes and his difficulties. To 
agriculture, he has given his sympathy and 
he has been repaid in sympathy; toward in- 
dustry, he has heen lacking in sympathy 
and he is heing repaid in antagonism. It is 
a practical rule in human affairs that on

STL IS BUYING SILVER 


Explains That Purchases 
Weren’t Made Saturday Be- 
cause of Short Business Day. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—The 
Treasury is still buying silver, Sec- 
retary of the Treasury Morgenthou 
said yesterday, and is obtaining it 
in a number of markets. His state- 
ment was in response to numerous 
questions at a press conference, 
asked if he was getting any in 
London, he replied: “Everywhere.” 

A reporter asked if reports that 
no purchases were made on Satur- 
day were correct, Morgenthau re- 
plied that was true, and was due 
tothe shortness of the business 
day and the difference time 
here and abroad. 

The markets were warned on 
Friday night, he added, that the 
Treasury would make no purchases 
the following day. However, he 
deélined to say that the “Treasury 
would not buy on future Satur- 
days. 

The silver-buying program is 
directed by an act of Congress 
which says that purchases shall 
continue until the Treasury’s me- 
tallic money reserves consist of 
one part silver and three parts 
gold, or until the world silver price 
rises to $1.29 an ounce. 

When the London silver market 
collapsed for lack of buyers last 
Tuesday, it-was reported that the 
Treasury had abandoned the pro-

gram. On Thursday, Morgenthau 
made emphatic denial revealing 
that contrary to practice recent 
purchases had been made in many 
markets. 

At thé same time, the Treasury 
announced a total of 591,800,000 
ounces of silver acquired since the 
purchasing program began, in ad- 
dition to newly mined and nation- 
alized silver. 

Due to big simultaneous’ im- 
ports of gold, however,‘ the ratio 
of silver to gold tn the Treasury’s 
monetary reserves remains at 
about 1 to 7.

EX-CONVICT KILLED 
IN NEW ORLEANS CAFE 


Man ldentifying Self as Gamb- 
ling House Owner Says Vic- 
tim Robbed Him Twice, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW ORLEANS, Dec. 17. — Eu- 
gene Gallicio, 32-year-old ex-convict, 
was shot and killed in a French 
quarter restaurant here early to 
day by a man who identified him- 
self to police as Clarence Williams, 
39, a gambling house owner here 
and former resident of St. Louis. 

The shooting occurred after Wil- 
liams, who had been drinking, left 
a bag containing 400 silver dollars 
on a table near a party of four 
friends and started to enter a room 
in the rear of the restaurant. As 
he passed Gallicio who was seated 
at a stool at the counter, words 
were exchanged and Gallicio threw 
a cup at Williams. 

Williams then drew a pistol and 
fired twice, one bullet taking ef- 
fect, as occupants of the cafe fled. 
Williams said he fired when Galli- 
cio made a motion as if to draw a 
weapon. 

After the shooting, Williams re- 
ported his money had disappeared. 
He accused Gallicio of having 
robbed him on two occasions, once 
of $5000 five years ago when he 
was held up by four men as he op- 
erated a gambling house here and 
again three years ago when he was 
robbed of $2500 by two men who 
boarded his car at a traffic signal. 
He was in St. Louis between these 
robberies, he said, living at 3105A 
North Market street. 

One of the party of four, two 
men and two women, who were 
with Williams, gave his name as 
John Ernest Witchen and exhibited 
a letter of introduction to Williams 
from a man described by him as a 
St. Louis gambler for whom he had 
been a body-guard. The other man 
in the party gave his name as Eu- 
gene Alberts, 64 years old. All are 
being questioned by police. 


At 3105A North Market street it 
was stated that Williams had left 
there about two weeks ago, having 
roomed there two weeks. 


MURDER TRIAL AT ROLLA, MO. 


Man Accused of Killing Wife in 
Waynesville Courthouse. 
By the Associated Press. 

ROLLA, Mo., Dec. 17.—The mur- 
der trial of Fred Cusick continuéd 
here today following testimony that 
the middle-aged Waynesville store- 
keeper shot and fatally wounded his 
estranged wife, Mrs. May Cusick, 
in the Pulaski County Courthouse 
at Waynesville in August, 1934. Mrs. 
Cusick was shot while trying to ob- 
tain bail after arrest on her hus- 
band’s charge that she had flour- 
ished a deadly weapon. 

Mr. and Mrs. Fred Martin testi- 
fied for the State yesterday that 
they had entered the Courthouse to 
offer bond for Mrs. Cusick when 
Cusick entered and fired at her four 
times. They said the second shot 
wounded her fatally. Cusick’s two 
sons, Fred Jr., 18 years old, and 
Warren, 138, testified he had threat- 
ened Mrs, Cusick several times aft- 
er their separation in March, 1934. 
Justice of the Peace C. R. Breeden 
of Waynesville went on the stand 
for the defense. He said Martin 
grappled with Cusick and that both 
men had a grasp on Cusick’s weap- 
on when the fatal bullet was fired. 


Gain in 1985 Fuel Tax Proceeds.

FATHER LORD TALKS 
ABOUT CIVILIZATION 


“Silly to Discuss Saving It Un- 
til Men in It Have Been 
Civilized,’ He Says. 


It is silly to talk about saving 
civilization until the - men who are 


supposed to make up that civiliza- 
tion have been civilized, the Rev. 
Daniel A. Lord, S. J., editor of “The 
Queen's Work,” said last night in 
the last of a series of Monday night 
talks on the social order, given at 
St. Louis University Law School 
Auditorium. 

“Precisely the trouble with all 
those who are trying to save our 
civilization,” Father Lord said, “is 
that they are tinkering with ex- 
ternals—with showerbaths and con- 
stitutions, with elevators and eco- 
nomic experiments, and doing noth- 
ing to improve the civilization in 
the heart of the indivdual man. 

“We plead for the salvation of 
society through mutual service and 
co-operation, and then point to the 
fact that for a century and more 
we have praised and taught rugged 
‘individualism; have been holding 
'up the example of greedy conquer- 
‘ors in war and _. business; have 
stood aside while nations set the 
example of avaricious grabbing of 
all they could get; have admired 
the successful pirate in the _ busi- 
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|

law and scuttled the world into the 
shipwreck of depression.” 
Meaning in Minds of Many. 


Civilization has come to mean 
in the minds of many simply the 
existing state of affairs, Father 
Lord said, and if it meant no more 
than that he, for one, would not be 
anxious to see it saved. Among 
the things commonly and mistak- 
enly identified with “civilization” 
he said, were big incomes and large 
inheritances, Sunday supplements, 
speculation, plumbing, subways, 
stainless steel, and million dollar 
gates at prize fights. 

“In our effort to save civilization,” 
he continued, “it is most unimpor- 
tant that we struggle to save the 
external forms that surround man, 
Civilization can exist on a scien- 
tific farm or in a garden plowed 
with a charred stick; pander the 
Constitution of the United States 
or in the patriarchal tribe; where 
a rotary press grinds out daily 
papers, or a quill pen composes a 
Divine Comedy; in Hollywood or 
in a school of medieval trouba- 
dours.” 

Marks of Civilized Man. 


The marks of a civilized man, 
Father Lord said, are: That he 
knows his essential importance 
and the importance of every hu- 
man being, no matter what his 


(if they are to live at peace with 
their fellows. They must be re- 
taught their correct relationships 
to God, to State, to church. These 
things will save what is worth sav- 
ing in civilization.” 

A pamphlet outlining a program 
for the social order developed by 
a group of Jesuit sociologists was 
distributed among those present. 
This program will provide the ba- 
sis for a new series of Monday 
night, discussions beginning Jan. 6.

There were nine En- 
glishmen, nine Tahitian women, 
six Tahitian men, and three other 
Tahitian women married to Tahi- 
tians. -The island was entirely un- 


- fmhabited when they landed. 


This group lived from 1789 until 
1808, when they were discovered by 
an American sailing vessel. The 
only surviving Englishman then 
was called John Adams, The pop- 
ulation was 35. In 1814 there were 
46 adults and a number of chil- 
dren. No influx of other persons 
had occurred; all progeny were the 
result of inbreeding. They were all 
strong, healthy and vigorous.

RECORDS SHOW

It Is Alleged That He, as 
Attorney for Drainage 
Districts, Let Delinquent 
Owners Bid In Land for 
Fees and Costs.

CARUTHERSVILLE, Mo., Dec. 
18.—Suit to disbar State ‘Represen- 
tative Sharon J. Pate, an attorney 
of Caruthersville, was _filed in 
Pemiscot County Circuit Court 
today by the Advisory Com- 
mittee to Boyle G. Clark of Colum- 
bia, general chairman of the State's 
38 bar disciplinary committees, 


The information charges Pate, 
mself a member of the Bar Dis- 


Peiplinary Committee for the Thirty- 
' eighth Judicial Circuit, with profes- 


sional misconduct as attorney for 
Pemiscot County Drainage Districts 
6 and 8. 

Records in the Sheriff's office 
show that in 94 suits filed by Pate 
for collection of $61,874 in taxes and 
penalties, the land involved was 
sold under execution for a_ total 
amount equal only to the costs, of 


$1015, including’ $6134 in fees to} - 
Pate. The,aisttiets got ne fan} 
$150 for the : : . 


alleges Pate de- 
scheme to per- 
mit owners or mortgagees of tax- 
elinquent land to bid it in at tax 
sales for the amount of the costs, 
which included his fee as attorney. 

Pate’s purpose, according to the 
information, was not only to defeat 
payment of the taxes, but to enrich 
himself through fees. Briefly, his 
scheme as alleged in the informa- 
tion, was to agree with land owners 
or mortgagees that they consent to 
judgments against the property for 
the full amount of delinquent taxes 
plus costs and attorneys fees and 
then be permitted to purchase the 
land under execution for the 
amount of costs and fees. 

He carried out the scheme in the 
years 1932, 1933 and 1934, it is 
alleged, although he had been ap- 
pointed by the Pemiscot County 
Court for the very purpose of en- 
forcing collection of the taxes. 


319 Suits in Three Years. 

In the three-year period, the rec- 
ords show, Pate filed a total of 319 
tax suits, but stipulations for the 
full amount of taxes and costs were 
entered in only 122, apparently in 
pursuance of the alleged agreement 
between Pate and landowners. 

Pate, not paid by salary, received 
fees in 94 of these 122 cases, the 
ones in which execution sales were 
held under the judgments and the 
land sold for the amounts of costs, 
including fees, without consideration 

the taxes.
